THE  BATHS  OF  ALEXANDER  SEVERUS 


The  Emperor  Alexander  Severus  is  re- 
corded to  have  built  many  noble 
structures  in  Rome,  and  to  have  re- 
stored the  works  of  the  earlier 
Emperors.  Amongst  the  noble  works 
was  the  baths  of  Alexander  Severus, 
which  remains  can  still  be  seen  in 
the  "Palazzo  di  Medici".  A repre- 
sentation of  these  baths  is  handed 
down  to  us  on  the  reverses  of  sil- 
ver and  bronze  coins  of  Alexander. 
The  one  sho wn  here  is  from  his 
second  consul tship  which  corresponds 
to  A. D.  226.

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AN  INTRODUCTION  TO  BYZANTINE  COINAGE 


I.  C.  G.  Campbell , Lincoln,  Nebraska,  NI  #LMt12 

No.  23  - LEO  IV  THE  KHAZAR  (775-780) 

Associated  with  his  own  father  since  751,  he  succeeded  him  as  sole  ruler 
in  775  but  a year  later  associated  his  infant  son  to  ensure  the  succes- 
sion as  his  own  health  was  poor,  perhaps  consumptive. 

He  appeared  on  many  coins  but  had  few  of  his  own  and  never,  as  far  as 
is  known,  alone  in  this  period  of  "family  coins". 

He  too  was  an  iconoclast  but  less  ruthless  than  his  father  and  he  left 
off  persecuting  the  monks.  Although  his  two  step-brothers  had  taken 
the  strictest  oaths  of  loyalty,  they  intrigued  against  himself  and  his 
son,  were  caught  but  pardoned.  In  778  Leo  soundly  defeated  the  Arabs 
but  the  effort  undermined  his  frail  health  and  he  died  soon  afterwards , 
leaving  his  masterful  wife,  the  Athenian  Irene,  as  Regent  for  his  son. 

The  Coinage 

The  coinage  follows  the  same  style  and  pattern  as  that  of  his  father, 
a multiplicity  of  busts,  including  preceeding  generations  sothat 
sometimes  the  coinage  is  confusing. 

The  Coins 


Only  the  capital  and  Syracuse  minted  coins  for  this  reign. 


GOLD: 

This  was  struck  only  at  Constantinople.  There  are  two  types  of  solidus 
and  no  other  gold. 


They  both 
wear  the  Chlamys  and  the  legend  reads:

b)  Obverse  - Leo  and  Constantine  as  before  but  on  a double  throne. 
Reverse  - Same  as  a). 


SILVER: 


Only  the  miliaresion,  struck  in  the  capital,  The 
obverse  is  the  Cross  Potens  and  it  is  distinguished 
from  that  struck  by  Leo  III,  and  Constantine  V,  in 
that  the  longer  cross-bar  makes  the  cross  square 
in  appearance.  Again  the  reverse  legend  is  in  five 
lines  and  reads: 

Leon— scObSo-Aboibee  ceeHbA— silis  (variants) 

"Leo  and  Constantine,  by  the  grace  of  God,  Kings" 

Mi'liavesion  - Obv, 

Constantinople  COPPER : 

CONSTANTINOPLE:  The  coins  bear  no  legends  (no  space)  and  follow, 

otherwise,  exactly  the  same  pattern  for  the  obverses  as  the  two  solidi. 
On  the  reverse,  however,  the  forbears  have  smaller  busts  to  make  room 
for  the  "M"  flanked  by  letters.  There  are  two  types  of  the  foil  is. 

a)  The  "M"  is  flanked  by  an  "X"  and  "N"  with  an  "A"  below,  while 
the  busts  are  flanked  by  "B"  and  "A". 


Follis 3 Type  a)  Type  b) 

b)  No  "B"  or  "A"  in  the  field,  sometimes  two  pellets  instead. 

J5  F.  Two  types  exactly  the  same  as  the  follis.  Type  a)  has  no  "B" 
or  "A"  but  is  17mm  in  diameter  and  weighing  2-3  grams. 

For  so  short  a reign  the  copper  is  relatively  common. 

SYRACUSE.  Probably  a follis  and  the  same  as  type  a)  of  Constantinople, 
but  beneath  the  bar  is  C I K. 


Note : It  is  important  to  note  that  no  only  may  the  legends  themselves 

have  variants  in  this  period,  but  also  the  forms  of  the  individual 
letters  may  vary  from  coin  to  coin,  i.e.  from  die  to  die,  depending 
on  the  skill  of  the  die  cutter  and  the  texture  of  the  coin.

St.  Peter  was  born  in  1499  at  Alcantra 
in  Estre  Madura,  Spain  and  he  died 
October  18,  1562.  At  the  age  of  15 
he  became  a Franciscan  Observant,  and 
after  his  ordination  in  1524,  he  in- 
itiated at  Pedrosa  a still  more  severe 
Franciscan  reform  which  was  known  as 
Alcantrine  and  received  papal  approval. 
In  1539  he  founded  the  first  convent 
of  "Strict  Observance". 


He  is  remembered  as  one  of  the  group 
of  great  Spanish  mystics  and  his 
treatise  on  prayer  was  much  valued, 
being  used  by  St.  Francis  de  Sales 
(1566-1622).  St.  Peter  encouraged  and 
defended  St.  Teresa  of  Avila  (1515- 
1582)  whose  confessor  and  admirer  he 
was.  She  held  him  in  great  esteen  and 
we  are  told  that  she  spoke  in  awe  of 
his  austerities  and  penances  as  "in- 
comprehensible to  the  human  mind." 
These  had  reduced  him,  she  said,  to  a 
condition  in  which  he  looked  as  if 
"he  had  been  made  of  the  roots  of 
trees."  Peter's  feast  day  is  October 
19.  He  was  canonized  in  1669.

St.  Mary-Magdalen  was  born  in  1566  and  died  in  1607  (May  25).  She  was 
a native  of  Florence  where  she  became  a Discalced  (Barefooted)  Carme- 
lite of  Santa  Maria  deg  1 i Angeli  at  the  age  of  16.  It  is  said  that 
throughout  her  life  she  was  subject  to  remarkable  mystical  experiences 
and  was  tried  with  many  kinds  of  suffering  - spiritual  and  physical. 

Her  biographers  report  that  she  filled  various  conventual  offices  with 
remarkable  ability.  Her  feast  day  is  May  29.  Mary-Magdalen  was  can- 
onized in  1669. 

This  piece  could  have  been  issued  in  1669  to  celebrate  the  canonization 
of  both  in  that  year.

St.  Quiteria  is  a Spanish  saint  who  is  greatly  venerated  on  the  borders 
of  France  and  Spain,  especially  in  Spanish  and  French  Navarre.  We  are 
told  by  the  Benedictine  monks  of  St.  Augustine's  Abbey,  Ramsgate,  that 
her  traditional  story  is  wholly  untrustworthy . Her  feast  day  is  May  22

A BIT  OF  HISTORY: 

SILVER  THREEPENCE  FOR  THE  CHRISTMAS  PUDDING 
Ruth  McQuade,  F.R.N.S. , Ottawa,  Canada

There  were  70,000,000  missing  British  silver  3d  bits  (as  of  1973), 
which  the  Royal  Mint  thought  were  still  in  existence. 

After  the  introduction  of  the  12-sided  nickel  brass  3d  piece  in 
1937,  the  two  types  were  issued  side  by  side  for  some  years,  but 
the  striking  of  silver  pieces  ceased  in  1944,  and  issues  for  the 
nickel  brass  continued  to  rise. 

No  silver  3d  pieces  were  held  in  reserve  in  the  cash  reserves  of  the 
Bank  of  England,  but  every  December  there  are  still  isolated  re- 
quests for  the  silver  3d  for  putting  in  the  Christmas  pudding. 

(A. Ed.:  The  3d  piece,  except  for  the  Maundy  issues , has  not  been 
struck  for  circulation  since  Decimalisation  in  1971.)

A dupondius  of  Domitian  has  on  its  reverse 
"AETERNITAS"  and  the  goddess  Eterni ry  facing 
with  the  sun  in  one  hand  and  the  moon  in  the 
other.  Thus  showing  that  "SOL",  the  sun,  and 
"LUNA",  the  moon,  were  eternal,  as  was  though 
the  rest  of  the  gods  and  goddesses  of  their 
pantheon .

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REFERENCE  BOOKS  FOR  THE  ORIENTAL  CASH  COLLECTOR 


Ken  G.  0 Brien,  Strathfield,  N.S.W.,  AUSTRALIA,  NI  #1409 

One  of  the  problems  for  the  Oriental  Cash  collector  who  does  not 
speak/read  Chinese  is  reference  books. 

A main  feature  of  cash  collecting  is  in  the  varieties,  and  this  is 
where  the  lack  of  information  becomes  apparent.  Illustrations  are 
given  in  Lockhart  of  a range  of  variations,  with  no  explanation  as 
to  what  feature  makes  a particular  coin  unique.  It  could  be  the 
metal,  rim,  hole,  size,  thickness,  weight,  calligraphy,  or  other 
difference. 

Schjoth  is  the  standard  reference,  giving  weights  and  explanations 
for  varieties,  but  as  the  illustrations  are  sketched,  they  are  not 
accurate  enough  for  all  calligraphy  differences.  Some  dealers  iden- 
tify coins  with  Schjoth  numbers  from  the  illustrations,  ignoring  (or 
ignorant  of)  the  weights;  so  we  have,  for  example,  S79-81  or  S612-13 
or  S622-23  with  weight  differences  of  100%,  that  are  of  similar  ap- 
pearance. Where  Schjoth  and  Lockhart  are  lacking,  it  is  necessary  to 
look  around.  For  the  Yuan  dynasty.  Ting  Fu  Pao  has  a good  listing 
(unfortunately,  the  text  is  in  Chinese).  Also,  many  other  coins  well 
known  to  Chinese  collectors,  e.g.,  "Huo  Chuan  - 4mm.  thick  'biscuit' 
TFP.55,"  are  not  mentioned  in  the  standard  reference. 

For  Sinkiang  and  the  later  Manchu  dynasty,  Krause/Mishler  had  a good 
listing  in  Province  order,  but  in  the  newest  edition  I have  (1985  ed.) 
they  have  eliminated  the  early  emperors,  who  will  be  restored  when 
they  produce  a volume  covering  the  earlier  period. 

Where  references  differ,  the  collector  is  in  an  interesting  position, 
such  as  during  the  Min  dynasty,  rulers  of  a small  area,  ca.  932-46  AD, 
are  not  mentioned  by  Schjoth  or  Mitchiner  — Cresswell  gives  two  ill  us 
trations  stating  that  only  two  rulers  issued  coins  --  Plant  gives  il- 
lustrations of  three  rulers'  coins. 

Romanization  of  the  Chinese  script  is  an  area  where  a reference  guide 
would  be  very  helpful. 

An  alphabetical  listing  comparing  Wade-Giles  --  Pin-Yin  --  Cantonese  - 
Vietnamese  --  with  different  Chinese  scripts  would  provide  a worth- 
while tool  for  the  collector,  Schjoth  gives  the  Mandarin  romanization 
for  the  Annam  coinage.  Most  Chinese  in  Australia  use  the  Mandarin 
romanization.  Coins  with  the  Mandarin  inscription  Chia  Hsia  Chvng 
Pao  would  be  given  as  Jia  Xi  Zhong  Bao  (Pin-Yin)  - Ga  Hi  Chong  Bao 
(Cantonese)  - and  as  Gia  Hi  Trung  Bao  (Vietnamese)  in  the  respective 
listings. 

With  cash-type  Charms,  after  translating  the  characters,  the  collector 
tries  to  explain  the  purpose  and  the  symbolism  intended,  and  for  this 
reference  books  are  essential. 

I have  compiled  a personal  listing  of  obtainable  reference  books,  with 
a brief  summary  of  the  principal  features.  It  would  be  interesting  to 
hear  from  other  collectors  who  would  like  to  criticize  or  add  to  the 
list.

ATHENA/QWL  COINAGE  OF  ATHENS 

Around  520  B.C.  the  "Wappenmunsen"  coinage  of  Athens  was  replaced  by 
coins  with  the  helmeted  head  of  Athena  on  the  obverse,  and  her  owl  on 

the  reverse.  These  coins,  now  cal- 
led the  archaic  style,  have  the 
first  three  letters  of  Athens  on 
their  reverses.  This  explicitly 
Athenian  design  with  the  partial 
name  of  its  origin  was  intended  to 
serve  for  foreign  trade,  whereas  the 
"Wappenmunsen"  coins  were  intended 
more  for  the  local  trade  only.

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WHY  SOME  ROMANS  WERE  BEARDED  OR  CLEAN-SHAVEN

It  is  recorded  by  several  ancient  authors  that  barbers  were  not  employ 
ed  at  Rome  until  A.U.C.  454  (B.C.  300),  and  that  the  first  barbers  had 
to  be  sent  there  from  Sicily.  Pliny  the  Elder,  Roman  naturalist  and 
author  (23-79  A.D.),  states  in  his  records  that  the  first  Roman  who 
was  shaved  every  day  was  Scipio  Africanus,  a Roman  General,  B.C.  237- 
183.  At  first  the  men  would  shave  their  BARBA  (beard)  when  they  were 
twenty  or  twenty-one  and  continue  to  shave  until  the  age  of  forty-nine 
after  which  no  shaving  was  allowed.  Thus  the  only  time  beards  were  al - 
lowed  were  those  of  the  youth,  the  aged,  or  some  occasions  of  mourning

An  example  of  this  can  be  seen  on 
coins  of  Octavius  (Augustus).  The 
coins  issued  by  the  first  emperor 
before  37  B.C.  exhibit  a beard  of 
some  growth  on  the  portraitures , 
while  his  coins  issued  after  that 
date  show  him  with  smooth  cheeks. 
Several  coins  issued  after  37  B.C. 
Auguustus  bearded,  but  these  were  issued  when  he  let  it  grow 
occasion  of  public  mourning.  Augustus  did  not  cut  his  hair 
until  he  had  taken  his  revenge  on  the  Gauls  for  their  slaugh- 
Roman  Legion  and  five  Cohorts  under  the  command  of  Titurius 


Marc  Antony  also  let  his  beard  grow 
aft_r  being  clean  shaven.  Some  ex- 
perts say  that  the  reasons  was  be- 
cause he  was  mourning  the  death  of 
Julius  Caesar,  while  others  believe 
it  was  because  of  the  defeat  he 
suffered  in  43  B.C.  at  the  battle 
of  Muntina.  There  is  numismatic 
testimony  of  this  defeat  on  a very  rare  denarius  minted  by  general 
Ventidius  Bassus. 

Suetonius  tells  us  that  at  the  age  of  twenty,  Caligula  assumed  the 
toga  and  shaved  his  beard,  and  that  Nero  did  the  same  at  age  twenty- 

two,  when  he  was  already  emperor  (68  A.D.). 

This  fact  too  is  clearly  shown  on  his  coins. 
When  a prince  or  emperor  first  shaved  there 
were  celebrations  accompanied  by  various  cere- 
monies and  public  solemnities.  It  was  Hadrian 
(Emperor  117  A.D.)  who  first  allowed  his  beard 
to  grow,  as  he  publicly  assumed  the  character 
of  a philosopher.  His  example  was  followed 
by  a long  line  of  successors,  who  cherished 
this  badge  of  manhood. 

From  Hadrian's  time  until  the  time  of  the  first  Christian  Emperor, 
Constantine  the  Great  (A.D.  307-337),  most  emperors  were  bearded. 
Constantine  declared  that  all  pagan  ways  were  to  be  abolished,  includ- 
ing beards.  It  was  Julian  II  "The  Apostate",  and  nephew  of  Constantine 
the  Great,  who  brought  back  the  beard,  as  he  fancied  himself  a 
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philosopher  and  a Greek.  Julian  was 
a man  of  considerable  literary  at- 
tainments and  some  of  his  writings 
are  still  extant,  but  he  strongly 
favored  the  old  pagan  religion  and 
ways.  His  coins  as  Caesar  (355- 
360),  while  still  under  the  influence 
of  Constantine,  show  him  to  be 
clean  shaven.  However,  when  he 
assumed  the  purple,  he  grew  a beard  and  his  coinage  reflects  this. 

Most  every  emperor  after  Julian  II  did  shave  again,  as  most  had  adopt- 
ed the  Christian  religion  and  ways.

ALDERNEY  PATTERN  COINS 


Alderney,  one  of  the  Channel  Islands  forming  part  of  the  Baliwick  of 
Guernsey,  has  its  own  parliament  and  enjoys  local  autonomy.  It  has 
exercised  its  autonomy  by  authorizing,  since  1983,  its  own  postage 
stamps,  many  bought  by  collectors.  Parallel  to  that,  Alderney  auth- 
orities considered  and  then  shelved  a proposal  to  issue  its  own  coins. 
In  the  meantime  it  had  the  Pobjoy  produce  pattern  coins  depicting 
landmarks,  scenery  and  wildlife  native  to  the  tiny  island.

(10,000  Won,  1 ounce  and  5,000  Won,  % ounce  coins),  nickel  (2,000  Won), 
and  copper^nickel  (1  ,000  Won).  The  gold  coins  will  be  produced  as 
Proofs  and  the  others  will  be  struck  in  both  Proof  and  Uncirculated.

There  are  no  known  coins  of  Achi Ileus,  who  was  an  usurper  in  Egypt  dur- 
ing the  reign  of  the  Roman  Emperor  Diocletian.  Achi Ileus  was  defeated 
and  put  to  death  before  he  became  too  strong  and  a real  threat  to  Rome 
and  Diocletian,  and  before  he  could  strike  coins.

Archibald,  Marion  M.  and  Blunt,  C.E.  BRITISH  MUSEUM  V,  ATHEIST AH  TO 
THE  REFORM  OF  EDGAR 3 924-c.  973.  London:  British  Museum

This  is  the  first  volume  to  be  published  in  a series  of  ten  sylloges 
which  will  describe  and  illustrate  all  the  Anglo-Saxon  coins  in  the 
British  Museum. 

The  1,284  coins  in  this  volume  date  from  the  accession  of  Athelstan 
in  924  to  the  reform  of  the  coinage  by  Edgar,  c.973;  they  also 
include  the  contemporary  issues  of  the  Viking  Kingdom  of  York  during 
its  final  phase  ending  with  the  death  of  Eric  Bloodaxe  in  964.  The 
arrangement  of  the  coins  follows  a new  classification  based  on 
recent  research  into  regional  styles  and  minting  areas. 

The  British  Museum's  collection  of  tenth-century  coins  is  of  major 
importance  in  both  size  and  significance.  Not  only  are  its  holdings 
of  the  more  basic  types  which  formed  the  bulk  of  the  currency  very 
large  and  comprehensive,  but  it  is  also  especially  strong  in  the 
rarities  of  the  series.  Many  major  accessions  of  material  have  been 
made  since  the  publication  of  the  Museum's  catalogues  of  Anglo-Saxon 
coins  in  1887  and  1893,  and  they  are  made  fully  available  here  for 
the  first  time.

It  covers  the  coins,  notes,  and  tokens  of  the  German,  Australian, 
and  British  Colonial  Administrations,  followed  by  a detailed 
presentation  of  the  coins  and  notes  of  Papua  New  Guinea. 

Similarly,  the  medals,  badges,  awards,  and  decorations  - both  civil 
and  military  - are  described,  with  the  rolls  for  the  First 
Australian  Naval  and  Military  Expeditionary  Force,  the  Loyal  Service 
Medal  (World  War  II),  and  the  Native  Police  Valour  Badge,  along  with 
the  citations  of  many  Papua  New  Guineans  decorated  during  the  Second 
World  War. 

Although  containing  all  the  statistical  data  so  vital  to  the 
dedicated  collector,  FROM  COWRIE  TO  KINA  passes  far  beyond  a 
cataloguing  of  known  specimens.  It  takes  each  issue  and  places  it 
in  its  historical  context,  showing  how  events  brought  about  the  need 
for  its  creation,  or  conversely,  how  its  issue  influenced  events  in 
the  environment  of  its  time.  In  this  sense  the  book  is  a true 
Numismatic  History  of  Papua  New  Guinea.

"No  man  is  an  island":  a quotation  that  is  particularly  appropriate 
to  the  present  study  whose  merits  depend  upon  contributions  from 
many  persons  engaged  in  widely  different  disciplines.

The  concept  of  pilgrimage,  providing  as  it  does  the  opportunity  to 
contemplate  some  of  the  fundamental  truths  of  life,  is  in  no  way  re- 
stricted either  to  Christianity  or  to  the  Medieval  period.  So,  the 
present  study  is  concerned  with  only  one  small  part  of  this  human  ex- 
perience . 

In  many  respects  the  period  that  extended  from  Thomas  Becket's  martyr- 
dom in  1170  until  Henry  VII  abolished  the  shrines  during  the  late 
1530's  marked  the  heyday  of  pilgrimage  in  England.  Concepts  and  pre- 
ferences evolved  and  changed  within  this  time  span,  as  will  be  appar- 
ent from  study  of  over  eleven  hundred  badges  that  are  all  illustrated, 
described  and  discussed  in  the  book. 

Badges  were  popular  pilgrim  signs,  but  the  same  period  also  saw  wide- 
spread popular  use  of  badges  with  purely  secular  characteristics . The 
present  study  has  therefore  been  extended  beyond  the  pilgrim  scene  to 
embrace  the  field  of  contemporary  secular  badges  and  some  forms  of 
other  ornamental  dress  fittings.  Personal  preferences  also  evolved 
in  this  sphere  through  the  course  of  time  and  the  influence  of  the  Wars 
of  the  Roses  on  the  form  of  secular  retainers'  badges  should  not  be 
underestimated. 

As  recently  as  1968  it  was  possible  to  write  that  only  about  1300  med- 
ieval pilgrim  signs  had  been  found  in  England  (Spencer  1968).  Since 
then  the  use  of  the  metal  detector  has  considerably  increased  that 
number.  The  badges  catalogued  here  have  been  acquired  by  the  author 
principally  from  finds  made  by  a group  of  metal  detector  enthusiasts, 
popularly  known  as  "the  mudlarks",  who  belong  to  the  restricted  group 
possessing  official  licences  to  dig  the  Thames  foreshore  in  London. 
These  items  provide  a representative  picture  of  the  badges  lost  by 
London's  medieval  inhabitants  and  they  also  tell  us  something  of  their 
everyday  life  and  of  their  travels  to  shrines,  both  near  and  far.

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BOOK  REVIEWS 


In  the  November  1986  BULLETIN  we  published  a very  favorable  review  by 
Scott  Semans  of  ODD  AND  CURIOUS  MONEY.  The  following  review,  while 
not  unfavorable,  presents  the  same  book  in  a little  different  light. 

Op itz,  Charles  J.  ODD  AND  CURIOUS  MONEY 3 DESCRIPTION  AND  VALUE.

Charles  Opitz  uses  the  available  literature  as  well  as  his  28  years 
of  collecting  to  bring  together  a listing  of  some  300  types  of  odd 
and  curious  money.  Adjacent  to  the  textual  references  are  pictures 
of  more  than  half  the  items  listed,  and  color  photos  taken  by  the 
author  in  1973  of  New  Guineans  wearing  or  displaying  a number  of  the 
objects  in  question  appear  on  the  center  spread. 

A useful  innovation  is  a price  estimate,  provided  wherever 
practicable  and  with  admirable  diffidence. 

The  author  recognizes  better  than  most  the  slippery  nature  of  his 
subject  and  its  defiance  to  categorization.  He  proposes  that  odd  and 
curious  money:  should,  as  a rule,  have  served  as  a medium  of 
exchange;  should  have  had,  more  or  less,  agreed  currency  or  trading 
value;  and  should  represent,  generally,  a store  of  value.  These 
qualities  should  be  judged  in  the  light  of  the  criteria  of  the 
society  in  which  the  currency  had  status  at  the  time. 

Within  these  parameters,  the  author  favors  a generous  policy 
regarding  exceptions  to  the  rules,  and  he  urges  the  individual 
collector  to  fashion  his  own  ad  hoc  guidelines. 

Each  item  is  named,  geographically  located,  and  defined  briefly. 
Source  citations,  illustrations,  and  price  estimates  appear  whenever 
possible.  The  system  works  pretty  well  in  most  cases.  However,  some 
entries  are  too  cryptic  and  condensed,  and  on  the  other  hand,  big 
subjects  - like  wampum,  sycee,  or  cowries  - deserve  more  thorough 
treatment.  Occasionally  an  i ndi scrimi nati ng  acceptance  of  a source's 
error  crops  up.  Siege  money,  a major  field  extending  over  more  than 
a millennium,  is  confined  to  "Europe,  1642-1649."  The  Russian- 
American  Company's  notes  were  not  printed  on  walrus  skin  but  on 
ordinary  parchment.  Money  trees  come  from  Morocco  as  well  as  the  Far 
East.  The  rubbing  of  a Russian  plate  grivna  is  made  from  a forgery, 
etc. 

This  listing's  main  stated  object  is  to  help  the  reader  identify  and 
evaluate  collectible  odd  and  curious  money.  At  that  rate,  one  might 
have  dropped  uncollectible  items  such  as  beef,  beer,  butter,  candy, 
cigarettes,  codfish,  corn,  and  cotton,  even  though  they  were  all  used 
as  a medium  of  exchange  at  one  time  or  another. 
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Taken  in  all,  the  pamphlet  is  a worthwhile  addition  to  what  is 
available  on  the  subject.  It  is  intended  as  an  introduction,  check- 
list, and  rough  price  guide,  and  it  generally  fills  the  bill.  The 
prudent  collector  will  want  to  double-check  entries  on  items  that 
interest  him,  and  he  should  familiarize  himself  with  some  of  the 
sources  mentioned  in  the  bibliography.

ties touched  the  sow,  the  priest  invoked  Jupiter  to  treat  the  violators 
of  this  compact  with  the  same  degree  of  rigour  as  he  was  himself  about 
to  exercise  upon  the  pig.  He  then  killed  it  with  a flint-stone  and 
roasted  it  as  a burned  offering  to  the  gods.  This  solemn  concord  was 
as  ancient  as  the  reign  of  Tullus  Host i 1 i us , the  third  king  of  Rome. 
This  rite  is  depicted  on  a denarius  of  the  republic  period  of  Rome, 
and  is  show  above.
